Latest Foreign Intelligence. 
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The fine ship Franklin, Capt Graham, arrived 
at this port on Sunday evening last, in 4t days from 
Liverpool, bringing English papers to the 28th Ju- 
ly.—lI’rom the accounts received we see nothing to 
cause apprehension tor the fie of Spain—on the 
contrary, her situation seems to be daily improving, 
It was reported, and appears to be generally credit- 
ed, that the French troops were to be withdrawn 
from Spain. ‘There had been a “ fight” at Corun- 
NA, In which the French had been repulsed with 
great loss—130 wagons of dead, are stated to. have 
been left dead on the field. A letter from Plymouth 
says, * Important news has just arrived here, but 
from the little time that remains before the depar- 
ture of the post, it will be impossible to learn cor} 
rect particulars. According to rumour, there have 
been three engagements near Corunna, or immedi- 
ately before the place, between the French and Spa- 
nish forces, and that the former have been defeated 
in each battle. Sir R. Wilson and General Quiro- 
ga commanded the Spaniards. Sir R. Wilson has 
been severely wounded in the leg.” Gen Quiroga 
declares that he “never would give up as long as 
there is an armed Frenchman in Spain, and that the 
whole of his troops would sooner feed the rest of 
their lives on roots and water, than eat of the ban- 
quet of the French off golden plates.” 

The banking house of Smith, Payne and Smith, 
of London, has paid into the hands of the Spanish 
Committee the sum of five thousand founds, as 
the subscription of an anonymous individual. 

The Americans at Paris celebrated the 4th of 
July, by a public festival, at which Mr. Sheldon, 
charge des affairs of the United States, and the 
Marquis La l’syette and Son, were guests. 

The American ship Falcon, Eames, from Ant- 
werp to New-York, put in at Plymouth, 9th ult. 
from contrary winds. She has a great many pas- 
sengers on board, among whom is the Count de 
Messeons, son of Lucien Bonaparte (about 25 years 
of age, and bears a striking resemblance to the late 
ex-emperor,) with his wife, a daughte* of Joseph 
Bonaparte, and family —Whilst at the Royal Hotel, 
on Thursday, he presented to Mr. Wilkinson (fo- 
reign clerk to Messrs. Foxes & Co.) a very hand- 
some ring, as a mark of respect for his kind atten- 
tion, and also gave him four doubloons towards the 
Spanish subscription. When asked in what name 
the donation should be registered, he replied, “ In 
that of Charles Bonaparte.”
